A very interesting meetiaî of the 
Philosophical Society of McGill Uni- 
versity was held last night in Strat li- 
rons Hall. O. Klineberg. Arts '19. 

(delivered a splendid paper on "Prag- 
matism and Science," which was en- 
thusiastically received by the interest- 
ed audience present. Among the 

I visitors and professors present were 

i Drs. Hickson and Caldwell, who, later 
iu the evening, took a lively and active 
part in the discussion, which ensued 
upon 'the termination of the paper. 

The President, O. Klineberg, called 
the ' meeting to order, and after the 
minutes of the previous meeting had 
been read by the secretary, L. A. 
Sperber, he called upon the vice-pre- 

jsident, J. Clark, B.A., to take the 
chair. 

In a fashion, which demonstrated 
a complete knowledge of the subject, 
Klineberg began his paper on "Prag- 
matism and Science." From the very 
outset it was evident to all that he 
had made a careful study and inves- 
tigation into the matter of pragma- 
tism. The subject was handled in a 
luèid style, which made it exception- 
ally clear to all the audience. Prag- 
matism represents oue of thos» groat, 
philosophical movements which have 
arisj-u in the last fifty years, in an- 
swer to the needs of a higher and 
dourer understand' n,' of the proper 
conduct of life. Like alt new ideas, 
the world, and believed to be true, but 
it had rapidly become absorbed by 
by the same law of "new ideas" it 
had rapidly been thrown into the dis- 
card, and to-day it is regarded as only 
an event in the history of philosophy. 
Pragmatism endeavours to demon- 
strate to science and life what me- 
thods of inquiry and conduct it shsll 
adopt, One of the essentisl features 
of pragmatism is embodied in the

MISS DICKSON SPOKE 
TO ALUMNAE SOCIETY 

Graduate Tells of Experiences 
Overseas as a Motor 
Driver 

At a meeting of the Alumnae So- 
ciety, held yesterday, at 4.30 p.m.. in 
the Common Room of the R.V.C., Miss 
Ada Dickson, a graduate of '04, de- 
livered a most interesting address on 
her experiences as an overseas mot- 
or driver. 

In January, 1917, the Cauadian 
Army Service Corps decided, after 
much consideration in the War Of- 
fice, to take on women as motor driv- 
ers. As most of the driving was to 
be done in London itself, where repair 
'"shops were always near at hand, a 
knowledge of motor* was not requir- 
ed, but only the ability to drive a car 
through the London thoroughfares 
without losing one's head. Each 
prospective driver was given a very 
stiff test before being admitted to ser- 
vice. This teat Miss Dickson success- 
fully passed. 

Miss Dickaon's first experience as 
driver was on a chief purchasing of- 
ficer's car. This car was a Ford, 
and had formerly been driven by a 
I boy of nineteen, who was supposed to 
'remain with the new driver for two 
! weeks, until she should become ac- 
customed to her task. However, Ill- 
ness prevented him from remaining 
longer than two days, and Miss Dick- 
Bon was left to drive the csr alone. 

At first most of the work was done 
in the wholesale districts of London, 
where there were smoke, dirt and 
crowded traffic. From eight o'clock 
in the morning until six at night trips 
were made from one part to another 
of this district, as the purchasing of- 
ficer did his work. This lasted for 
two weeks, at the end of which time 
Miss Dickson was sent to drive a pay 
officer's car. 

Driving the pay officer's car was 
much more pleasant than driving (hat 
of the purchasing officer. There 
was more variety in the work, and the 
way lay through less smoky and 
crowded thoroughfares. Every Thurs-

lege newspaper it has always been difficult to secure proper 
management for it. According to the constitution the manage- 
ment and control of the college paper was vested in the hands 
of the Executive Council. It was the custom that one of the

This system soon proved to be faulty, as in many cases there 
was not a man on the Council who was capable of assuming the 
position. As a result the "Daily" was often placed under a man. 
who knew nothing whatever about it, and ill-management follow- 
ed. An attempt was made to remedy this state of affairs but 
owing to the lack of interest in student activities, consequent 
upon the war\ no definite plans were adopted to help the 
situation. 

The preparations for a general resumption of intercollegiate 
sport must needs cany with it plans for the reorganization of 
• the college institutions. The college paper is the medium by 
which all the other clubs and societies are kept in existence and 
consequently it is necessary that it should be placed upon a firm 
basis in order to cope with the situations arising from the new 
condition of affairs. • 

The amendments which will be made to the constitution have 
been prepared very carefully in order that there should be no 
recurrence of the former difficulties. Every /tudent should be 
present at the meeting in order to make the change an expres- 
sion of the feeling of the whole student body.

(Continued From Pago 1) 
statement that, "The criterion of 
Iruth is its fulfilment of purpose," as 
mentioned by Moore. In the light of 
the above statement, we can get to 
the very essence of pragmatism by 
taking a concrete example, given by 
Schiller. The belief In God is sat- 
isfactory; it is a fulfilment of a pur- 
pose in the search for a higher Be- 
ing, therefore, according to pragma- 
Usm, such a belief is true. "True 
and satisfactory are identical." 

"Pragmatism is the philosophy of 
tho practical. It teaches that the 
meaning of different beliefs or con- 
ceptions consists in their practical 



it encounters difficulties no matter 
in what way it is interpreted. It leads 
to a thorough-going relativism, and all 
the paradoxes to which relativism is 
subject*. It results in consequences 
that are Incompatible with the fun- 
damental conceptions and aims of 
science and common sense. It puts 
a false interpretation upon our search 
for truth, and gives a wrong concep- 
tion of the logical elements which 
make up that truth. The criticism 
that "where it is new, it is false; and 
where it is true, it is old," seems In 
that main to bold good. Pragmatism 
offers no solution or the problem of 
method." 

At the termination of this enlighten- 
in;; and Interesting paper on pragma- 
tism, which brought forth much ap- 



consenuences, in their actual concrete P laU8C and appreciation on the part 



effects. Ab per C. S. Pierce, "To 
develop a thought's meaning, we need 
only determine what- conduct- it is 
fitted to produce; that conduct is for 
its sole significance." 

"Utility is the criterion of truth; 
judgments must be tested by it, and 
must stand or fall by their ability to 
satisfy that test. This is the true 
standard of investigation; this, ciaims 
pragmatism, will resolve the diffi- 
culties of the intellectualists, and will 
furnish methodology with an accurate 
and thoroughly satisfactory mode of 
procedure in discovery and .verifica- 
tion 'in ajl fields of scientific inquiry. 

"The claims of pragmatism to have 
solved the problem of scientific 
method satisfactorily arc altogether 
unfounded. Its criterion of "utUlty" 
has been fouud to be of no value, for 



of the audience, Clark made a brief 
comment upon the paper. He spoke 
or ^he modern tendencies of thought, 
to depart from accuracy because of 
the striklngness and fleeting bril- 
liance of new ideas, such as pragma- 
tism. ' 

In rising, to discuss the paper, Dr. 
W. Caldwell congratulated Kllneberg 
on his condensed vigorous presenta- 
tion of the topic, which he described 
a," on intellectual treat. The Doctor 
referred to a book which he had writ- 
ten on pragmatism, some years ago, 
and said that he had never taken the 
subject too seriously because of its 
feebleness upon many points. Prag- 
matism did not deserve .so severe a 
castigation as administered by Kllne- 
berg. "Pragmatism is a mixture of 
tendencies— a corridor philosophy." 



James, the great American thinker, 
now dead, was one of the great ex- 
ponents of pragmatism, and whatever 
may be said of the subject, great cre- 
dit is due to him tor breaking up the 
old and antiquated static ideas of the 
universe in favouv of dynamic ideas. 
There are many different ways of ap- 
proaching life. An artist views it 
from his standpoint, whereas a social 
reformer will adopt an entirely" 1 dif- 
ferent attitude towards life. Accord- 
ing to Laplace, an artist will say that 
the only thing true in life Is lore.* " 

Dr. Hick-son, la commenting upon 
the paper, said that the writer had 
taken a different aspect of pragma- 
Usm. He was at variance with the 
Idea of the previous speaker, that each 
man must view life from his own 
standpoint and criterion. "Intellec- 
tual chaos will enaue if you grant each 
person his own idea of life." The 
idea of science is to reach an imper- 
sonal standpoint of truth. This stand- 
point holds just as good for ethics, 
psychology, physics and .all sciences. 
All theories must be subjected to 
something which may prove or deny 
their truth. Dr. Htckeon was pleas- 
ed to note that the writer had men- 
Uoned the fact that it is far more dif- 
ficult to say whether a particular 
theory is useful or satisfactory, than 
to say whether it is true. He com- 
plimented^ Kllneberg on his splendid 
paper, and remarked that the society 
was fortunate in listening to such an 
interesting and critica'l presentation 
of the subject. One of the great de- 
fects in pragmatism, Dr. Hickson re- 
marked, was that it leads to an undue 
scepticism— that all truths are mut- 
able; there is no criterion to distin- 
guish between true and false. 

An informal discussion ensued, in 
which most of the audience took part. 
It was decided to hold one more meet- 
ing at the end of March. The meet 
Ing was then adjourned. 



ing on the day of the celebration held 
when America entered the war. A 
service was held in St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, which the Royalty attended. All 
traffic was stopped in the streets 
through which the Royal party were 
to pass, and no other vehicles but 
theirs were supposed to enter those 
streets. Somehow, however, the pay 
officer's little Ford car became mixed 
up in the traffic, and happened to go 
through the streets leading to the Ca- 
thedral directly behind the Royal 
party, whereupon a salute was given 
by the crowd to "the Canadian es- 
cort." 

After a time .Miss Dickson was sent 
to Brombley, ten miles from London, 
where there was a large convalescent 
home. Here there were six hundred 
men, who occupied tents round about 
the home. The duties of the drivers 
were to convey the mail and vege- 
tables in their cars to the home in 
the mornings, and in the afternoons 
to drive the officers over to neighbour- 
ing hospitals, which they might wish 
to visit. One of these hospitals was 
at Kingswood, where everything was 
made as homelike as possible for the 
soldiers. 

During her stay at Brombley Miss 
Dickson experienced two air raids, of 
which she gave an interesting and 
vivid description. 

At the end of tho Bummer Miss 
Dickson was transferred to tho Ca- 
nadian Ambulance Service, where she 
spent her time in conveying Canadian 
soldiers from placo to place, as thoy 
passed through London. Many of 
these soldiers were severely wound- 
ed, and great care and dispatch were 
necessary in conveying tbem safely 
and quickly to their destinations, Miss 
Dickson spoke of the cheerfulness of 
some of these wounded men, and told 
a pathetic story of the devotion of an 
old mother to the body of her dead 
son. 

All of the drivers in this service 
were very anxious to go to France. 
Finally transport drivers were re- 
quired in France and Belgium, and 
Miss Dickson, together with three 
other drivers, was sent over. When 
they arrived, there was no accommo- 
dation for them, as they bad reached 
their destination before preparations 
could be made for their coming. As 
a result, they were billeted In an old 
convent. That very night, an air 
raid took place, and the four drivers 
sought shelter in a vault in the con- 
vent. Although the raid lasted for 
some time, they escaped unharmed, 
and in the morning; were sent on to a 
■'hospital" on the spot which was the 
scene of tho Battle of the Marne. This 
"hospital" consisted of a cluster of 
huts in the midst or a sandy, pebbly 
expanse. In these huts were six hun- 
dred poilus. Here conditions were 
very different from the comparative- 
ly comfortable ones which the drivers 
had known ln London. The rations 
were very unsatisfying, and for some 
time condensed milk, cocoa and bis- 
cuits formed the principal fare. 

There was not much ambulance 
driving on the battlefield. French 
soldiers, who had fallen out on their 
way to and from the trenches, were 
conveyed in the ambulances to the 
hospital. Later on, when the drivers 
had moved to a village nearby,; they 
were employed in conveying j German 
prisoners from tho trains and also 
wounded French soldiers. 

On the day before the armistice the 
drivers were on the other aide of Ver- 
dun. There their work ended. Miss 
Dickson described the excitement in 
the town when the great news arriv- 
ed, and told of interesting scenes 
which she witnessed there. 

After a very hearty expression or 
thanks to Miss Dickson by the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Howell, the meeting ad- 
journed.

minimum wage, the appointment of 
shop or factory committees, profit 
sharing, is the proposal made by the 
Citizens' Readjustment Committee or 
20. The committee wants the govern- 
ment to take action in order that capi- 
tal and labour may work together in 
solving the problem of -reconstruction 
and repatriation.

In a country whirr ones energies 
are to a large fir§ree forced :nto the 
. Lirsuil of ihe auiigiity dollar, and 
ihoughis narrowed to the things 
-vliieh air connected with thr- necessi- 
ties of the personal struggle for ex- 
I isicnc-c, it is indeed refreshing to read 
i the trenchant articles which Mr, Hart 
. has contribute*! to this paper. Though 
we may not all agree with the thoughts 
expressed on the various eubjects, 
nevertheless we must admit that his 
I articles have a tread w hich denotes 
, no bindiny down to convention. They 
denote a frctly-ipokeu unalyiical 
! energy w hich demonstrates the writ- 
er's interest in human questions, an 
interest which is deplorably lacking 
even among the student body ol Caua- 
, ditm universities. 

Here, at least, we have a student 
who does not regard his university 
training as a necessary evil to be en- 
dured tor the purpose of saining ad- 
mission to the professions, but who 
i employs ihai training beyond the 
academic walls in studying the "whys 
and wherefores" of things as they 
j exist to-day. The least we can say is 
' that. Mr. Hart thinks ior himself. 

Looking out upon the world, he sees 
j the progress of our civilization, "its 
growth towards freedom, its great 
literature ani ideals." and more mark- 
. rdly the economic advance culminat- 
ing in "that great Anglo-Saxon indus- 
irialism and commerce, which, aided 
by science, has rendered our language 
and our ideals world-wide." 

But in this "new and momentous 
epoch" he sees also the evils, despite 
all the toil and struggle for higher 
{ things, which lie in the past. He 
speaks !,f "the crowded and diseased 
tenements." "ihe gradual destruction 
nf the home." the obliteration of sex 
as exemplified In the Feminist niovc- 
ii'cni. ihe steadily increasing sway of 
vice. These and many others consti- 
lute "the necrotic tendencies" which 
are symptomatic of "the steady moral 
degeneration which accompanies the 
decay of races." 

With those two views in rain'cl, no 
one can deny that though the world 
has made great progress industrially 
and scientifically, this progress is t ; 
a large extent mutiplied by the social 
e\ ils thai exist to-day. I do not think 
ihai it is an over-statement of Mr. 
Mart's idea to say that despite all the 
progress that civilization has made, in 
all probability the human race is 
relatively no happier to-day than it 
I has been in many other periods. In 
other m oids. the progress that the 
world has made in the last lew 
centuries is an increase only in the 
potentiality for happiness and welfare. 

Now that we are fast reachins the 
pinnacle of the present industrial era. 
and a stale which will be complicated 
bj the troubles "f the war's re-con* 
struetlon period, it Is well for every 
une- -especially those who aro sup- 
posed to be educated above their fel- 
lows—to study objectively and con- 
tinuously the prevailing conditions, ll 
is t , be hoped that amonu ihe stu- 
dents. In this respect. Mr. Hart is not 
a voice crying In the wilderness. 

Various remclios for these evils 
luixe been offered. The Montreal 
bachelor-tax and ihe Italian child- 
bounties have failed respectively to 
drive or coax the delinquent " llrs inls 
matrimony. To decrease we have, 
seen the wasted effort:; of "committee*, 
of one hundred," and so oiii la drive 
those who lead lives of easy wicked* 
nebs into ihe respectability of grind- 
ing and servile industrialism. To 
better the affairs of workingmen we 
have the muHidinous labour unions, 
which force an increase in the work- 
ers' pay, an increase which is promptly 
neutralzed by an increase in the price 
of the articles they produce. To case 
the livcR of the casualties from the 
soda 1st niggle, we have the various 
organized charities and settlements, 
which do good work but which cannot 
prevent the distress. We have the 



church, w hich acts as a consolation to 
those in adversity, by applying the 
anadyne of "life hereafter." which 
takes away the pain of present life. 

The trouble with these remedies lies 
in the fact that they are only of use 
in treating the symptoms, they do not 
approach the forms of the disease 
which lies in economic conditions, a 
fact that is becoming increasingly 
evident every day. Crime, poverty, 
ignorance aud immorality are nat in- 
dividually spontaneous in origin, but 
arc the result of economic environ- 
ment. The efforts or the present day- 
Church arc laudable inasmuch as they 
seek to remedy conditions, but they 
attempt this by the reformation of in- 
dividuals, a good but rather large and 
fruitleess endeavour as far as this 
world is concerned. The nihilism of 
anarchy is not a good solution of the 
the difficulties, because it represents 
a regression to ihe primitive state. 

The only remedy which has been 
ofiered is the much-despised socialism 
which seeks to better the affairs of 
humanity by giving the fruits of pro- 
duction to the producers, not to those 
who. by the grace of heaven, benevo- 
lently permit the production. In Can- 
ada one must speak of socialism with 
bated breath for fear of becoming a 
permanent hotise-nucst or the govern- 
ment. But one may hint without 
olTer.cc lo the powers that be that 
socialism at least offers a promise of 
betterment which may be based on 
fallacy but which has the virtue of 
standing alone as a constructive, pro- 
gressive aud probably practical 
remedy. 

Mr. Hart gives vent to some strongly 
suggestive words: "Unless this insane, 
suffocating, artificial civilization of 
ours is not soon and radically recon- 
structed along simpler and saner lines 
\vc know what to expect!" This may 
seem an adjectival hyperbole to some 
who have not given the matter much 
thought, but it surely Inds a sympa- 
thetic understanding in the minds of 
many. I am not familiar with Mr. 
Hart's political opinions, but 1 am 
sure that whatever they may be. they 
are his own and have been formulated 
by bis crwn observation. May his tribe
